Mrs, Louisa Bowles,,, of North-hill, 
Highgate, sued'in the Divorce division 
before Mr. Justice Coleridge, for a 
| judicial separation from her husband, 
Horace Edgar Bowles, an analytical 
chemist, on the grounds of his.alleged 
cruelty and misconduct. The charges 
were denied, 

Mr. Hastings said that Mr. Bowles’

Im reply, continued: counsel, her, 
}husband wrote a callous. letter, in

terms,” as he called them. She did

lhe assaulted her, and in June 1918 
she “left him and presented’ her 
petition.
